Georgian, Who Got 263 
Votes in 1948 Conven- 
tion, May Take South

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29 (AP)— 
The entry of Senator Richard 
Russell of Georgia into the Dem- 
ocratic presidential race raised 
serious threats today to the 
chances of candidate Estes Ke- 
fauver and possible - candidate 
Harry S. Truman. 

Russell, 54-year-old lawyer who 
got national attention last year 
when he headed the Senate's in- 
vestigation into Truman’s firing 
of MacArthur as Pacific com- 


mancer, created a stir in the Ke- | 


fauver and Truman camps by 
getting into the race. 

Despite his presentation by 
Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
as a non-sectional candidate, Rus- 
sell was pushed into the race by 
Dixie Democrats who. want to 
keep Truman from being renomi- 
nated or, if he.runs again, to 
beat him in November. 

Kefauver is trying to beat Tru- 
man for the nomination if he runs 
and to get the coveted prize if 
the President retires. Truman 
said yesterday he won’t make 
known his plans before about 
March 29, at the earliest. 

Blow to Kefauver in South. 

The Russell entry may cut most 
of the South out from under Ke- 
fauver, leaving him with Tennes- 
see’s 28 presidential nominating 
votes and possibly little eise be- 
low the Mason and Dixon line. 

The Russell entry also is a blow 
to Senator Kerr (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, who is running if Truman 
isn’t. 
ting Southern and Western sup- 
port for the nomination. 

The prospective candidate who 
might be helped most if Russell 
| stays in to the finish and Truman 
'doesn’t seek the nomination would 
‘be Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson of 
Illinois. 

If Russell, Kefauver and Kerr 
offset each other’s delegate votes, 
it would be easier for Truman to 
designate somebody like Steven- 
son as his choice and for his de- 
signee to win. 

Truman has not given any pub- 
lic indication that he might pick 
Stevenson, but he praised him at

Task of Committee. 

The committee has the job of 
outlining programs designed to 
keep the nation’s economy on an 
even keel. Under the law the 
group is required to analyze the 
President’s annual economic mes- 
sage and make its own recom- 
mendations. to Congress. 

O'Mahoney, usually an admin- 
istration supporter on economic 
matters, differed from Truman 
on several points. 

Besides calling for a budget cut 
and advising against a tax-rate 
boost, O’Mahoney urged that 


Congress do its best to “‘save the 
pay-as-you-go system” of federal 
spending. 

In his message, the President 
said it would be necessary to 
abandon the system for the time 
being. The budget he presented 


provides for overall red-ink 
spending of $14,400,000,000. 
O’Mahoney’s proposed commit- 
tee report calls for down-the-line 
economy to wipe out an antici- 
pated cash deficit of 10 billion 
dollars. He said reductions in 
non-defense spending fixed in 
basic laws will be extremely dif- 
ficult, and that apparently the 


| only alternative is to slice de- 


| fense expenditures. 


Wants Cut in Foreign Aid. 

The Truman budget calls for 
52 billions in strictly defense 
spending. O’Mahoney said, how- 
ever, that the 10 billion dollar 
cut he wants would apply to ‘“‘na- 
tional security” spending, in- 
cluding foreign aid. 

“To accomplish such a (de- 
fense) reduction the Congress 
must necessarily scrutinize every 
dollar of militzry expenditures,” 
O’Mahoney said. 

He said the lawmakers must

MUNSAN, KOREA, Feb. 29 
(AP)— Allied truce negotiators 
bluntly told the Communists to- 
day that United Nations rejec- 
tion of Soviet Russia as a mem- 
ber of a neutral supervisory com- 
mission was “firm, final and ir- 
revocable.” 


A U.N. spokesman said the Al- 
lied statement at Panmunjom was 
the “strongest since last July” 
when the Reds were. warned that 
armistice negotiations would break 
down unless they abandoned de- 
mands for a cease-fire line on the 
Thirty-eighth parallel. 

The Communists replied in al- 
most equally strong language that 
“any such attitude of arrogance 
and arbitrariness will be cate- 
gorically rejected by our side.” 

Col. Don Darrow told the Reds: 

“I now tell you formally, un- 
equivocably and with the fullest 
authorization that the U.N. Com- 
mand’s decision to reject the So- 
viet Union as a member of the 
neutral nation supervisory com- 
mission is final and irrevocable. 
Further debate on this subject 
completely futile.” pee 

“Decision Irrevocable.” 

He said the decision was “ab- 
solutely firm and _ irrevocable. 
Under no circumstances will there 
be a change in the decision of the 
U.N. command to reject the So- 
viet Union ag a member of the 
neutral nations supervisory com- 
mission.” 

Brig. Gen. William P. Nuckols, 
official U!N. spokesman, said Dar- 
row’s statement “would not be 
made without the prior knowledge 
of higher military. levels.

SENATE UNIT VOTES 
3 PCT. PAY RISE FOR 
SERVICE PERSONNEL 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29 (UP)— 
The Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee today voted a 3 per cent 
across-the-board base pay in- 
crease for members of the armed 
services, plus cost-of-living in- 
creases for rations and quarters. 

The base pay rise approved by 
the committee was substantially 
under the 10 per cent increase 
voted by the House. However, 
the increases for quarters and sub- 
sistence in-most cases are higher 
than the House boosts, which also 
were 10 per cent. 

Chairman Russell (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, explained that the commit- 
tee felt it should increase the 
items directly related to the cost 
of living rather than giving a 
large across-the-board pay in- 
crease. He said his committee’s 
bill would be an estimated $375,- 
000,000-a-year cheaper than the 
House versicn. 

The House bill was estimated 
to cost $850,095,800 a year based 
sn 3,540,000 men in the armed 
forces in the next fiscal year. The 
Senate committee’s bill would 
cost an estimated $474,634,800.

Faure rejected an alter- 
native plan to impose a new one 
per cent sales tax. 

In his search for a Premier, 
President Auriol conferred with 
political leaders, then summoned 
Paul Reynaud home from a visit 
to England and gave him a man- 
date to form a new government. 

The 73-year-old Reynaud, who 
was. Premier when the Germans 
invaded France in World War II, 
agreed to seek a cabinet, He is 
an Independent Republican who 
leans to the right of center. 

Faure had formed his Cabinet 
Jan. 20. He lost out on the sec- 
ond of 20 votes of confidence he 
had put before the Assembly. 

Fight Led by De Gaullists. 

Right-wingers, led by the fol- 
lowers of Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
and including 28 members’ of 
Faure’s own Radical Socialist 
party, caused the Premier's de- 
feat and got the fitst chance to 
set up a new government, 

A rightist coalition might agree 
on a new sales tax but would find 
the harness troublesome on other 
issues. The Gaullists, for example, 
strongly oppose the European 
army unless the nations in it fed- 
erate politically first. 

Faure had just returned from 
the Lisbon meeting of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
which indorsed the European 
Army plan and where the United 
States promised France addition- 
al aid of $300,000,000, 

There was no indication that 
French participation in NATO 
would. be reversed. Only the 
Communists are asking for a 
change in foreign policy, and they 
are isolated from the other 
parties.

LONG DISTANCE PHONE CALLS

Revised rates for interstate long 
distance telephone calls — with 
some moving up, others moving 
down—will be made _ effective 
across the country at midnight 
(local time) tonight. 

The Federal Communications

The day will be used to recog- 
nize those who by naturalization 
or by coming of age inherit the 
rights and accept the responsibili- 
ties of citizenship.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29—New- 
bold Morris said in. a radio in- 
terview last night that Govern- 
ment executives can lose their 
souls “because of a lunch” and 
he proposed, in effect, that fed- 
eral officials should be barred by 
statute from going to lunch with 
business men seeking contracts. 

Morris said that in his opinion

officials and business men are 
“incorreet and improper.” 
Morris, head of the Administra- 
tion’s drive against government 
corruption, insisted that he has 


3) ah independent status. 


He said he will begin his in- 
quiry by investigating Attorney 
General McGrath, already under 
investigation by a House subcom- 
mittee, and that “No. 2” on his 
list will be Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder, who has juris- 
diction over the scandal-infested 
Bureau of Internal Revenue. 

Where Opportunity Exists. 

Morris said he is not “working 
for” McGrath, that the latter will 
not participate in preparation of 
reports on the investigation, and 
that the report will be made di- 
rectly to President Truman. 

At the outset, Morris said, his 
investigation about Government 
officials’ sources of income will 
be concentrated in agencies hand- 
ling contracts and taxes—places 
“where the opportunity exists 
and where the temptation exists.” 

From there, he explained, the 
inquiry will broaden out into the 
Defense Department, the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation, the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, the Departments of Com- 
merce and Interior, the Federal 
Housing Administration and other 
agencies. 

While he has no authority to 
investigate Congress directly, 
Morris said, their trail of his in- 
quiry may lead to persons #vho 
have wrongfully dealt with mem- 
bers of Congress, and any evi- 
dences of crime could be pre- 
sented to a grand jury. In this 
way a guilty member of Congress 
could be brought to book. 

Standard-of-Living Test. 

Morris disclosed that he was 
going to rely heavily on a “stand- 
ard of living test.”

Two to Be Questioned on Report 
_ Morrison Intervened in Case. 

WASHINGTON, FeB. 29 (UP) — 
The Justice Department said to- 
day a federal grand jury will 
question two Washington meat 
dealers about the report that Rep- 
resentative James H. Morrison 
(Dem.), Louisiana, intervened in 
a $181,000 tax fraud case against 
them. 

The meat dealers are Samuel 
and Sidney Kolker, father and 
son. Prosecution of a 1942 tax 
fraud case against them was held 
up so long that it finally had to 
be dropped because of the statute 
of limitations. 

This fact was brought to light 
last December by a House Ways 
and Means subcommittee investi- 
gating scandals in the Internal 
Revenue Bureau. Charles Oli- 
phant, resigned chief counsel of 
the bureau, told the subcommit- 
tee that he allowed the case to 
collapse to oblige Morrison. He 
said Morrison told him he was 
“obligated to one of the Kolkers.” 

Morrison said in a statement 
last December that his sole inter- 
est was to see that his friend, 
Sidney Kolker, received “justice.”

Senator Smathers proposed a strange alterna- 
_ tive to statehood in his resolution sending the 


bill back to the Interior and Insular Affairs Com- 
mittee. The resolution instructed the committee 
to consider giving Alaska and Hawaii “common- 
wealth status,” whatever that would be, with 
permission to elect their own Governor and lo- 
cal officials, participate in presidential .elections, 
name voting Representatives in the House, and 
have one non-voting Senator each. The only pur- 
pose that would be served by such a weird ar- 
rangement would be to keep added civil-rights 
votes out of the Senate. 

Both the major parties are on record in their 
platforms for statehood for Alaska. The House 
has voted once to admit Alaska and twice to 
admit Hawaii, another worthy candidate for 
statehood which is opposed by many Southern 


. Democrats because, unlike Alaska, it presumably 


would elect Republican Senators. The Senate 
has always been the obstacle to the forty-ninth 
state, and to the fiftieth. 

Do these obstructionist Southern Senators put 
so high a value on racial bigotry that they are 
willing to weaken the defenses of their country 
because of it? That is the way they are behaving. 
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Leap Year Note 


With something of a gleam in his eye, a col- 
league reminds us the arrival of the 29th of 
February. But we do not expect anything special 
to happen—at least not in the romantic line. Fe- 
males never really take advantage of the day. 
And while the statisticians report a considerable 
increase of spinsters, we doubt that this has as 
yet produced a new venturesomeness. 

As a matter of fact, the day seems wasted on 
the ladies. Caesar or Sosigenes, Gregory XIII. 
or Luigi Lilio Ghiraldi, or whatever calendar 
reformer dedicated it to them might have made 
better use of this windfall day. It is a day for 
making up the mistakes of the calendar, so why 
should it not have been set aside also for cor- 
recting all other mistakes? 

Think of how the deep freeze-mink coat crowd 
could use the day, or all that might be done or 
undone by the Congress and the various legisla- 
tures. Also, it could be a very handy day for 
certain police commissioners and Election Board 
redistricting “experts.” We are not going to 
make a list of all the opportunities; but if we 
did, they certainly would not fall only to poli- 
ticians. 

Correcting mistakes, however, involves con- 
fession and’ that, while good for the soul, has 
never been very popular. Most people would be 
happier if their mistakes could just be rubbed 
out. Even for this, the calendar offers some 
hope. Caesar did not fully correct the calendar 
so, in 1582, Gregory XIII had to decree that the 
day after Oct. 5 was to be Oct. 15. By and by, a 
similar if more modest correction will have to 
be made. So it is just a matter of deciding which 
dates should be wiped out. Careful selection 
could clean up the record quite a bit. 

Too far-fetched? Well, that just goes to show 
that nothing really special is to be expected on 
Feb. 29. 


Gov. Smith’s Mock Solicitude 

It is a strange attitude that Gov. Smith has 
taken toward the establishment of a four-year 
medical school on the campus of the University 
of Missouri. 

There is a kind of mock solicitude in his press 
conference statement that the $6,000,000 voted 
by the two branches of the Legislature as an 
initial appropriation would mean starting the 
school on a shoestring. 

It is true enough that it will take considerably 
more than that to get the school and the asso- 
ciated hospital facilities into full operation. But 
the university’s curators have made it clear to 
the legislators that the amount is big enough 
to get the work under way. Additional funds 
can be voted as needed. 

The Governor's remarks came closer to veiled 
hostility when he said that it is common knowl- 
edge that University President Middlebush and 
Vice President Cowan do not want a four-year 
medical school. The record shows just the oppo- 
site. And in any event, it is a case of what Mis- 
souri needs, not what someone wants. 

This is just one of the innuendos used by the 
cabal who fought to have the school established 
in Kansas City rather than Columbia. And Gov. 
Smith gave notice to other false arguments used 
by that crowd. He implied that Kansas City is 
the better location for a teaching hospital, and 
that such an institution at Columbia would not 
really be of much help to rural Missouri. 

All of those arguments have been knocked 
into a cocked hat over and over again. Not only 
the most eminent medical and educational testi- 
mony, but also the experience of other states is 
in favor of the Columbia site. Only a- selfish 
clique wants the school in Kansas City. It has 
the support of Senator Keating of Kansas City 
and Senator Gibson of Independence and, un- 
happily, four St. Louis Senators: Byrne, Hess, 
Hilsman and Hogan. Nevertheless, the State 
Senate voted 19 to 9 against the Kansas City 
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cabal. So it is\to be hoped the bill will be 
promptly sent to a House-Senate conference com- 
mittee for the reconciliation of minor differ- 


important matters of national security. 


Along with Senator Russell's ability goes his 
disposition to stand with the prejudices of his 
part of the country. He has directed filibusters 
against the civil rights program of the Truman 
Administration. Had he voted on the side of prog- 
ress, he alone could have prevented the pigeon- 
holing of the bill to admit Alaska to the union. 


Thus the Democratic presidential race now 
gains an entrant who is able, shrewd—and lim- 
ited in his outlook. Up to now he has been regu- 
lar and there is no assurance now that he will 
break with the Démocratic leadership if he does 
not win the nomination. He helped keep Geor- 
gia in line in 1948 when four of its southern 
neighbors were going Dixiecrat. 

Since there is almost no political reason for 
the Democrats to nominate a Southerner so long 
as the South is a one-party region, the Russell 
candidacy is not based on expectation of nomina- 
tion. It becomes rather a bargaining maneuver. 
Under skilled direction, it could have substan- 
tial influence on policies and the first and sec- 
ond place choices when the Democrats meet in 
Chicago in July. It could turn the scales at a 
moment of critical balance and win later re- 
wards for those who joined with Senator Russell. 


If this is the aim of the Russell announcement, 
then its immediate purpose is to take over some 
of the wide-open field over which Senator Ke- 
fauver of Tennessee is ranging so freely. No 
doubt it is galling to old-line Senators from the 
Deep South to see an upstart freshman from the 
border area getting so much attention. Thus, 
whatever else it is, Senator Russell’s candidacy 
can be read as a move to bid up regularity as a 
Southern stock-in-trade—and against Estes Ke- 
fauver. 
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On Three Fronts 


The Callanan-Hogan machine appears to have 
taken one on the chin, yet at the same time it 
got in a score on another front. Apparently it 
will back down on the wholesale Police Depart- 
ment maneuvers which the Reidy-Church-Oster- 
tag trio tried to ram through. But it won a 
victory in the Circuit Attorney’s office where 
Edward L. Dowd was rewarded by demotion for 
his excellent work as Acting Circuit Attorney 
during the late James W. Griffin’s long illness. 

It is clear now what was behind Gov. Smith’s 
appointment of Thomas E. Dowling as Circuit 
Attorney instead of Mr. Dowd. Meantime, on a 
third front, the Callanan-Hogan combine is on 
the defensive. The issue of the gerrymandered 
state senatorial districts, designed in large part 
to punish State Senator Kinney, is in the hands 
of the Supreme Court at Jefferson City. 

The people of St. Louis need to be on guard 
as vigilantly on fronts No. 2 and 3 as they were 
so successfully on Front No. 1.

Big Men for a Big Business 

The St. Louis Housing Authority is an 87 
million dollar business, and it needs a non- 
political board of directors composed of the 
ablest citizens Mayor Darst can find. 

That appears to be the substance of the situa- 
tion which came to light with the Mayor’s trip 
to Washington for a conference with officials of 
the Public Housing Administration. The Mayor 
has evidently determined to reconstitute the 
board of the Authority, and he is entitled to 
whole-hearted community support in doing so. 

Federal housing officials, as bankers and su- 
pervisors of the public housing program, have 
both the right and the duty to insist upon the 
highest level of local management. For some 
time they have felt that they were not getting 
this in St. Louis. 

No financial irregularities have been charged. 
But there have been administrative defects, per- 
sonality clashes and a diffusion of responsibility. 
That these shortcomings imperil the whole pub- 
lic housing program in St. Louis became clear 
when the Authority succeeded in obtaining only 
three bids for the huge Pruitt Homes project. 
Two of the bids were far out of line and the 
third was so high that PHA rejected it. 

At a time when private building is restricted, 
a public housing authority which cannot do bet- 
ter than that surely must look to itself for the 
reason. Fortunately, St. Louis will get another 
chance on Pruitt Homes, the project having 
been advertised for new bids. In the meantime 
Mayor Darst ought to make careful plans for 
bringing the Authority’s board of commissioners 
up to the standard which its high responsibility 
requires. ri 

No single enterprise of the city government 


.is more important to the future of St. Louis. 


Mayor Darst has made housing and redevelop- 
ment the first aims of his administration. He 
must know now what a grave mistake it was 
to treat his commissioner appointments as or- 
dinary political patronage. The mistake must be 


corrected without delay, and his decision to do 


so is welcome.

Speaker Rayburn's ban on television at House committee hearings 
looks plainly political, columnist suggests; says it would deprive 
G.O.P. of using TV against Administration; sees no truth in idea 
that cameras make “circus” of a hearing; they only portray facts.

Speaker Sam Rayburn’s sudden decision 
to ban television at House committee hear- 
ings may be the greatest boost the TV 
broadcasters, who protested it, ever had. 


, Actually, there are some fairly cogent 
non-political arguments against the tele- 
vising of comgressional hearings. In fact 
the house of delegates of the American 
Bar Association just condemned the tele- 
vising of judicial or investigative congres- 
sional hearings on the grounds that it was 
an infringement of 
individual rights. 

Speaker Rayburn 
made no such claim. 
Originally, he ruled 
that television vio- 
lated House rules; 
later he shifted his 
ground to say that 
House rules didn’t 
authorize television. 
In - other words 
House rules don’t 
say you can’t televise 
but on the other 
hand, they don’t say 
you can either. The 
Speaker; whose deci- 
sions are rarely challenged, can issue his 
own interpretation and in this case ruled 
that the absence of a specific ruling con- 
stituted a prohibition. 


It’s rather odd that this particular in- 
terpretation should come just now. For 
Ravburn banned, not only television, which 
is fairly new, but also newsreels, tape re- 
corders and radio; and these things have 
been around congressional hearings for 
years. Why? The political interpretations 
are fairly obvious. 


First committee to be blacked out by 
the ruling was the House Un-American 
Activities Committee meeting in Detroit. 
One of its members is Representative 
Charles E. Potter. Michigan Republican, 
who has been mentioned as a possible op- 
ponent of Senator Blair Moody, a Demo- 
crat. Potter, a legless veteran of World 
War II, is almost unknown in Detroit and 
is conceded little chance, but television 
could have built him into a candidate as it

There are, of course, far larger political 
issues at stake in this election year. Most 
of the congressional hearings—all the 
newsworthy ones—involve charges of fa- 
voritism or crookedness on the part of the 
Administration, and the Democrats, nat- 
urally, would like to minimize the pub- 
licity as much as possible. 

It puts the Republicans in an awkward 
spot. Some of them called the ruling cen-

one way or another. That makes the ban 
essentially a political issue when it should 
be above politics. | 

My own view has always been that the 
cameras and the microphones should be 
allowed wherever the press is allowed (or 
wherever practicable since there are some 
news spots where it simply isn’t possible). 
The cameras are journalistic instruments 
considerably more complex but legally no 
different from a pencil. It’s up to the 
committees whether the hearings should 
be open or closed. But if they are open, 
they ought to be all the way open—to 
cameras and microphones as well as to 
reporters. \ 

Great issue has been made as to the 
discomfort caused by TV’s lights (an un- 
fair charge, since the bright lights are 
there because of the newsreels, not be- 
cause of TV), of the invasion of privacy 
implicit in spreading a man’s face over 
the nation’s television screens. Both seem 
to me to be matters of degree. 

Let’s take the discomfort first. There’s 
gredt discomfort, I expect, in just being 
called before a congressional committee, 
in being investigated in the first place. 
The lights, the cameras, the microphones 
may heighten the discomfort; they hardly 
cause it. Getting used to lights and cam- 
eras and the rest of it, I think, is going 
to be part of the price of civilization, like 
getting used to the noise of a subway. 


As for the invasion of privacy, here, too, 
the individual. is subjected to-a certain 
amount of this the moment he is sum- 
moned, the moment he gets his picture in 
the paper. Television just increases it. 


The charge that television makes a cir- 
cus of a hearing is simply not borne out 
by the facts. The effect of television is 
to impose higher standards of decorum 
and fair play on the investigators who 
are under the scrutiny of voters. 

Those, at least, seem to me the basic 
issues at the heart of the question to tele- 
vise or not to televise and I recognize 
there are grounds for argument on each 
side. There are, however, no grounds for 
argument that politics has no place in the 
debate at all. 

In imposing the ban just now when a 
presidential campaign is already in high 
gear, Speaker Rayburn seems to be drop- 
ping a curtain around the misdeeds of the 
Administration. He’s making out a strong 
case for those in favor of televised hear- 
ings by making it appear that the only 
reason for not televising them is to hush 
up the Administration’s mistakes.

OBBYING TECHNIQUES used by powerful private interests on 
Congress-are often intriguing, even if few new tricks show up. 
One of the oldest, because it's proved effective, is to get promi- 
nent individuals and interests back home in the member's con- 


stituency to put the heat on him. 
Another is to prevail upon lo- 
cal public agencies to bring pres- 
sure on him on matters in which 
very frequently such agencies 
really have no 
concern nor any 
reason to in- 
trude.

Responding to Pressure.

five private companies. This 
would be gained under terms 
which Would do away with these 
preferences and leave sale and 
distribution of the power to the 
private companies, as provided in 
a pending bill introduced jointly 
by Senator Capehart (Rep.), In- 
diana, and Representative Miller 
(Rep.), New York. 


As part of this campaign, di- 
rected by Purcell L. Smith, the 
$65,000-a-year president of the as- 
sociation, state commissions hav- 
ing jurisdiction over utilities all 
over the country have been so- 
licited, as well as municipal agen- 
cies, to bring pressure upon their 
members of House and Senate in 
behalf of this measure. 


A very interesting exhibit is 
this letter addressed to Senator 
Carl Hayden (Dem.), A1:zona, by 
William T. Brooks, of the Arizona

“In connection with the ques- 
tion before you as to whether 
private funds or public funds 
should be sed to develop an 
electric power proje:’ to develop 
additional electricity at the Ni- 
agara River project: 

“The National Association of 
Electrie Companies has written 
us and the other state commis- 
sions handling this subject, en- 
closing some very interesting and 
enlightening: information. It is 
my opinion that public funds 
should not be use: for this work, 
but that private capital and inter- 
ests, as provided in the Miller- 
Capehart bill, be given this au- 
thorization.”

Private Utilities’ Failure. 


This issue is of interest to peo- 
ple all over the nation. For pri- 
vate utilities are pushing the Cape- 
hart-Miller bill as an opening 
wedge to seize control of other 
potential power sites and thus 
thwart the will of the public, as 
expressed through to 
get the sort of service they need 
at reasonable rates, and by their 
own initiative in co-operative en- 
deavor, from this source of energy 
which belongs to all the people. 


It was because of the failure of 
the private utilities to meet the 
expending need for electricity in 
this country, particularly in rural 
areas, that Congress in 1936 
passed the Rural Electrification 
Act. This provided for loans to 
co-operatives to tuild their own 
lines. There has been an amaz- 
ing extension of electric power 
far and wide since then, through 
that act and the subsequent 1944 
Flood Control Act. 


In the Public Interest. 
The latter authorized prefer- 


ence for public bodies and co- - 


operatives from public power 
projects, and also authorized the 
Government itself to build trans- 
mission lines from such public 
projects where this wags necessary 
to reach the people who needed 
electricity. Many such lines have 
been built. The competition like- 
wise forced many private utilities 
to expand their services. 


For the Niagara project, both 
the preferences and the building 
of transmission lines where neces- 
sary would be provided under a 
bill sponsored jointly by Senator 
Lehman (Dem.), New York, and 
Representative Roosevelt (Dem.), 
New York, which would call for 
federal construction but for op- 
eration by the state under terms 
that would protect the public 


interest. 
There is still a third bill, 


sponsored by Senator Ives (Rep.), . . 


New York and Representative 
Cole (Rep.), New York, providing 
for construction and operation by 
the New York State Power Au- 


thority, but without preference - 
guarantees and with sale from | 


the bus bar, as it is called, to 
private companies for their dis- 
tribution, and with no provision 
for building transmission lines to 
insure adequate service to the 
public.

The craggy headlands which 
guarded the harbor, north and 
south, and most of the village had 
disappeared. A gaunt anti-air- 
craft tower which now will be- 
come an emergency lighthouse 
was the only structure left stand- 


Bombing Target. 

Before and after its “demoll- 
tion,” and as recently as this week 
Helgoland has served as a prac- 
tice bombing target for both Brit- 
ish and American bomber forces 
in England. It has been no place 
for casual Crusoes, although scrap 


metal thieves from time to time 


have escaped with large hauls. 

About 18 months ago two Hei- 
delberg University students con- 
ceived the plan of “occupying” 
Helgoland themselves as a pro- 
test against the continued bomb- 
ings and against Allied control of 
Germany in general. 

Recruits and reporters flocked 
to the scene. The British were 
polite but firm and the “settlers” 
were removed. A British order 


|} made it illegal to go to Helgo- 


land without permission. 

About this time the Commu- 
nists decided to get in the act. 
On three occasions small groups 
of so-called “free German youth” 
established themselves on _ the 
island. 

Most of the agitation died away 
when the British announced they 
would return Helgoland to the 
Germans if a substitute bombing 
range could be found. The Ger- 
mans themselves proposed an un- 
inhabited sandbar much nearer 
Cuxhaven and the deal ‘was made. 

Emotional Interest. 

The present concern of the 
Germans is more emotional and 
symbolic than anything else. For 
one thing the island has been 
German only since 1890. For 
some 80 years previously it be- 
longed to the British who traded 
it to the Kaiser in an unguarded 
moment for Zanzibar, in East 
Africa. Before that it had been 
the private property of a duke. 

Many of the older Helgolanders 
were born British subjects. 

It was on Helgoland during the 
period of British control in 1841 
that a minor German poet named 
Hoffman von Fallersleben scrib- 
bled some momentous lines. Set 


to Haydn’s music they became 
Germany’s national anthem, / 
“Deutschland, Deutschland Ueber 


Alles.” 

Another factor is prestige. Of 
all the territories of which Ger- 
many was shorn at the end of the 
war, Helgoland is the first to be 
returned. For many Germans it 
conjures up visions that they

LISTENING for the approach of the train is of little 
help. For all too often noises will be heard which sound like 
it but are not. Or, if a train actually is approaching, it prob- 
ably is a freight that got in the way. 

The best way to deal with a ate train is to be philo- 
sophical. One should think of the great labor involved in 
assembling the engine, cars and crew. One should picture the 
problem of dispatching the-train so that it will not collide 
with other trains. Imagining all these complications the wonder 
will be not that the train is late but that it gets there at all.

I want to 
love them and treat them as if they were my own children, 
but they defy me, tell me I have no right to express an opinion 
about their doings and sometimes seem to be trying to flout 
my orders.”

EVERY PARENT, step or natural, will sympathize with 
you, Mr. B. The children deserve a little sympathy, too. 
From their point of view they are correct in saying that you 
have no right to direct their lives. Many stepfathers, and 
still more stepmothers, are unable to get the child’s point of 
view in this matter. Here are a few points to be followed: 

So far as possible, leave discipline to the natural parent 
—the mothef in this instance, Mr. B. Of course, you want 
to show her and yourself that you are a good father, and you 
probably have overdone it. I spoke of discipline; as a mat- 
ter of fact, I would just as soon abandon the word in favor 
of “guidance.” : 

The best guidance you can give is by setting a good 
example. 

Probably you have had little training for this ready- 
made parenthood that has been thrust on you suddenly. Most 
stepparents need to study the subject. Write me in care of 
the Post-Dispatch for my reading list on child guidance. 
Please enclose stamped, self-addressed envelope with your 
request. Your public library should be able to supply the 
books. 

Identify yourself in the children’s mind with pleasure 
and happiness, not with punishment. Treat them as nearly 
as possible as equals.

‘Morale Meter’ Gives Workers Chance 
To: Air Reactions to Job Conditions 


in. 78-Question ‘Employe Inventory’

CHICAGO, Feb. 29. 


AVE you ever wanted to tell the boss off? Well, now you can 
- The discreet new instrument that lets you blow steam.right 
in the boss’s ear is called “employe inventory” and has been nick- 
named “morale meter.” Through it, you can squawk about your pay, 
your foreman and dozeps of other peeves without fear of getting 


fired. 


The more legitimate beefs you report, the better the boss will 
like it. Chances are they’re costing him a lot of money. 


inventory is no Sears, Roebuck. Its 
developed 


successfully 
tested on 150,000 workers in some 
of the country’s largest corpora- 
tions. 

When you're face to face with 
it, the inventory is just a slick 
booklet containing 78 statements 
about your company and your 
job. Next to each are boxes you 
can check. Theyre marked 
“agree” and “disagree.” The state- 
ments go something like this: 

“My boss is always watching us 
too closely; he breathes down 
the backs of our necks.” 

“I’m bored with my job—it’s 
dull and monotonous.” 

“For my kind of job the work- 
ing conditions are OK.” 

“This compauy’s management 
does all it can to give employes 
a fair break on the job.” 

Don’t be fooled by the apparent 
innocence of the words. In several 
of the companies that had their 
workers “inventoried” startling 
changes were made soon after- 
wards. One firm put in half a 
dozen large and comfortable new 
women’s lounges. Another radical- 
ly altered contents and tone of its 
employe publication (half the 
workers said they didn’t believe 
what they read in it). A third in- 
stalled a modern cafeteria. Several 
took steps to train their super- 
visors better. And all over the 
place, grumpy straw bosses sud- 
denly became a lot more pleasant. 

One incident that led up to all 
this transpired some 25 years ago 
in Chicago where the Western 
Electric Co. conducted some rou- 
tine experiments with lighting and 
its effect on worker productivity. 
Two groups of employes were se- 
lected. For one, the lighting was 
kept constant. For the other, 
lighting was stepped up. As ex- 
pected, production went up where 
the lights were increased. But 
then, mysteriously, it also rose 
where the lights were kept con- 
stant. 
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COINCIDENCE, said the re- 

searchers. To prove it, they 

began increasing the lights 
for the group where no changes 
had been made and left the 
lights of the other group alone. 
This time, production again went 
up in both groups! 

This prompted the researchers 
and some managements to begin 
suspecting that there were a lot 
of tricky things about employe 
morale that nobody had ever fig- 
ured out. Eventually, progressive 
bosses came to nelieve what Dr. 
William C. Menninger, the famous 
psychiatrist, said at the Universi- 
ty of Chicago just recently: 

“Management can’t buy worker 
loyalty any more than a man can 
buy the love of his wife or chil- 
dren. Loyalty can only be built 
through mutual understanding, 
and executives can’t understand 
employes unless they know how 
they feel anti think.” 

And why should bosses worry 
about employe loyalty? 

Well, mostly because loyal em- 
ployes make more money for their 
company. This is especially true 
in highly competitive fields where 
machines, raw materials and tech- 
nical know-how differ little among 
the competitors and one makes 


- about as efficient a mouse “~ap is 


the next. There, the loyal sales- 
man who puts in a last convincing 
clincher for old Amalgamated 
Tubing can mean the differenc@ 
between balafice sheets written in 
red ink or in black. 

The more the experts poked 


‘into “employe motale” the more 


it developed that time-honored 
thermometers for measuring it 
were not too reliable. Foremen’s 
reports were “made nice.” Sug- 
gestion systems brought out iso- 
lated grievances, sometimes just 
from chronic malcontents repre- 


senting only a fraction of the. 


working force. And where man- 
agement really had an “open 
door” for employe views, few 
workers had the nerve to take 
advantage of it. 

One company that worried more 
about such things than most was 


personnel 
people found that as organizations 
got bigger and bigger and more 
decen the personality of 
local managers and supervisors 
became important to employe 
morale. They, rather than the 
company’s board of directors, 
were the people whom the girls 
behind the counters and the men 
behind the work benches fre- 
quently identified with Sears. 

So this huge chain of stores 
began o n surveys which 
took in enormous territory and 
lasted for years. The surveys re- 
vealed interesting information 
about what Sears employes 
thought, but they were expensive 
and time-consuming to conduct 
and could not be administered by 


untrained supervisors. 
z:.2& ® 
HREE years ago, then, the 
T problem was placed in the 
laps of the Industrial Rela- 
tions Center'of the University of 


Chicago which is largely sup- 


ported by 70 big companies. 
Sears and others were interested 
in developing a reliable, all-pur- 
pose “meter” to measure em- 
ploye moral. Robert K. Burns, 
executive officer of the center, 
and his team of researchers 
went to work revising questions 
for the proposed booklet. 

Howard W. Johnson, 30-year- 
old director of management pro- 
jects for the center, a serious 
fellow in a powder blue sweater 
who talks about such things as the 
“level of job satisfaction,” told 
me how it was done. 

More than 800 questions were 
tested before the researchers set- 
tled on the 78 they adopted. It 
was found, for instance, that in 
order to yield best results, state- 
ments for the questionnaire had to 
be “slightly positive” or “slightly 
negative.” You couldn’t ask work- 
ers to check “My job is wonder- 
ful” or “My job is lousy.” But 
you might ask them to agree or 
disagree with “There are plenty 
of good jobs here for those who 
want to get ahead” or “I have 
little opportunity to use my ability 
in this organization.” 

When the researchers took to 
field testing the response was en- 
thusiastic. The inventory is ad- 
ministered on company time and 
in complete privacy. A worker 
does not sign his name to the 
questionnaire. Once he knows 
what the inventory is all about, 
his attitude is apt to be one of 
“let me at ’em. The booklet of 
prepared questions has space in 
the back where the quizee can 
add his personal comments. 

Some of the first ones were 
gems. 

“You have to kiss the fore- 
man’s feet to get a fair deal,” re- 
marked one. 

“Have some of the older men 
get off their high horses and help 
the new men, as employes, instead 
of cussing them out every time 
they can,” advised another. 

“Everyone calls the 10-year pin 
his discharge button,” said a 
third. “Seniority does NOT mean 
security.” 

It takes the average employe 
perhaps 20 minutes to fill out one 
of the booklets, but some work 
at their comments for a full hour. 
No time limit is set for anyone. 


Frequently, at a question like 
“My boss knows little about his 
job,” workmen will dig their pen- 
cils so deep into the paper that 
their cross mark will go: straight 
through the back of the book. 
About half who take the inventory 
scribble comments in the back. 

There is rarely any problem 
about keeping the subjects quiet 
while they take the survey. Usual- 
ly, they take to their chairs with 
intense concentration and do al- 
most no whispering among one 
another. Filling out the booklet, 
to nearly all, is a private, sacro- 
sanct affair, like marking a ballot. 

Johnson and his men adminis- 
tered inventories at Sears, the 
Campbell Soup Co., New York 
Central Railroad, the pharmaceu- 
tical house of Johnson & Johnson, 
and quite a few others. Some- 
times, there would be no chance 
to get their subjects off into a 
quiet room, and so the University 
of Chicago men worked wherever 
their guinea pigs worked. 

They took inventories behind 
blazing furnaces in steel mills; 
next to frigid carcasses in packing 
houses; in roundhouses or aboard 
railroad cars; and to get the 
views of lumbermen they traveled 
aboard tiny “speeders” on one- 
track freight lines high in the 
mountains of Oregon and Wash- 
ington. The lumbermen wrote 
their answers by putting their 
questionnaires on ax blades.

FTEN, men who could not 
read came to the supervisors 
and explained that they had 
left their glasses home. The ques- 
tions would be read to.them, but 
they marked their own x’s. One 
big lumberman who came up @nd 
said he forgot his bifocals, how- 
ever, actually had forgotten them. 
He made a special 10-mile hike to 

his camp to get them. 

Two comments were common 
when testees, finished with their 
paper, marched to the locked bal- 
lot box and gave his contributions 
a satisfied shove into the slot. 

“I've waited 10 years for a 
chance ‘to’ tell somebody this!” 
was one. 

“I wonder whether they'll ever 
do anything about that?” went 
the other. 

In most cases, Johnson says, 
employe skepticism is unwar- 
ranted. To begin with, companies 
taking the trouble to administer 
the inventory are apt to be pro- 
gressive outfits In the first place 
and are likely to be seriously

concerned with employe morale. 
Once they spend the time and 
money to run an_ inventory, 
they're likely to do something 
about it. The fact is, that once 
the results are in and tabulated 
they usually go in the brief cases 
of all the vice presidents and get 
taken home for mighty close 
study. 

“I can learn more from this 
survey in an hour than I could 
poking around the factory for a 
year,” one plant manager was 
heard to remark. 

Often, the deficiencies turned 
up by the survey were long sus- 
pected by management. Employe 
reaction in the “inventory” be- 
comes the last confirmation 
needed to convince the bosses 
that they ought to make improve- 
ments. 

But sometimes the results are 
unexpected. In one eOmpany, for 
example, the cafeteria employes 
were always thought to be su- 
premely happy with their jobs. 
Actually, it turned out that they 
considered themselves KP’s, be- 
low the bottom of the lowliest 
shipping clerk’s social standing in 


»the plant. In another firm, where 


most of the production workers 
toiled outdoors, the white collar 
people, usually the most envied 
in any organization, were found 
to be laboring under severe in- 
feriority complexes. 

Specific. problems facing a par- 
ticular firm can be made sub- 
jects of the inventory. Twelve 
individually tailored questions 
can be added to the 78 pre-tested 


items. 

In addition to giving manage- 
ment the real inside story of 
how their workers feel about

their bosses, their immediate 
bosses and even each other, the 
inventory has been fcund to build 
morale itself because it gives the 
little fellow at some remote spot 
in the assembly line the idea 
that his opinion is being sought, 
that it carries weight at the top 
of the heap and that he can talk 
to those remote heights, man-to- 
man,

OR what the b{g brass calls 

the “larger picture,” the inven- 

tory can be used to compare 
morale among departments, 
among branch organizations, or 
the results might be checked 
against a whole industry or area. 
Chronically low morale can be 
indicated by heavy disapproval 
in several categories of the care- 
fully weighted questions. 

The survey as worked out by 
Johnson and his team-mates has 
been copyrighted and is pub- 
lished by the Chicago firm of 
Science Research Associates, Inc. 
Copies of the inventory and in- 
structions for grading and in- 
terpreting it can be purchased by 
anybody. Johnson says the in- 
ventory yields results at one- 
quarter the amount formerly 
spent to get similar information 
and it can be administered locally 
without special technical help. 

But taking the survey once is 
considered insufficient.

North's jump to four hearts 
over South’s two no-trump was 
an inexcusable stretch, and it 
gave South the impression that a 
very good hand lay opposite him 
—hence, his mild slam try of four 
no-trump. (Since the two no- 
trump call had been a “limited 
bid,” South did not regard the 
four no-trump as a conventional 
Blackwood bid. Neither would 
most experts.) 

North probably realized that -he 
had been somewhat too enthusi- 
astic, as passed the four 
no-trump. 

West’s opening was the seven 
of diamonds — and South had 
something to think about! After 
due consideration he ducked on 
the board and let East hold the 
trick with the 10. East returned 
the diamond eight, and West 
might well have gone in for some 


‘ducking, too, but he put up the 


ace and continued with the dia- 
mond jack. 

South, winning with the dia- 
mond queen, laid down the king 
of hearts, then led to the heart 
ace. He then led a third round 
of hearts, and he “felt better” 
when East took the trick. (Obvi- 
ously, South could not hope for - 
10 tricks without setting up 
hearts; so if West was the one 
with the heart stopper, it would 
be just too bad.)
